POLITICS 
IN 
NEVADA. 


Nevada politics have been raised to fever 
heat by the announcement that Jam es G. 
Fair has consented to enter the arena as a 
candidate for the United States Senate in 
opposition to Senator Sharon. Colonel Fair 
does not pretend to know much about pol­ 
itics, and quite probably he has no ideas 
on the Bubject of governmental science. 
But he is “ in the hands of his friends,” 
and all his ignorance is more than compen­ 
sated by the size of his “ bar’L” The 
prospect 
thus opened up to the Com­ 
stock politicians is indeed an alluring one. 
W ith Sharon on one side and Fair on 
the 
other the “ boys ” cannot possibly 
miss a “ good thing.” They are not at all 
in the bewildering position of Buridau’s 
ass, which st&rved to death between two 
buudlcs of hay because it never could 
make up its mind which one to attack. On 
the contrary, the Comstock politicians are 
only likely to be embarrassed by the su­ 
perfluity of those elements of “ enthusi­ 
asm ’* which mean so much more on “ the 
u Lode ” than anywhere else. 
It is per­ 
haps hardly in order to discuss Nevada 
politics seriously, or a3 though principle 
had much to do with them, but it is evi­ 
dent that this new move iu the game 
must add greatly to the difficulties of the 
Republican programme in that State. 
The 
Democrats have undoubtedly done a very 
shrewd thing in persuading Colonel Fair to 
become a candidate for the United States 1 
Senate, and in this they have once more , 
shown their readiness in resorting to meth- 1 
oda analogous to those which have made 
the South solid. 
Their present aim is of 
course to secure the Electoral vote of Ne­ 
vada, and they could not have entered 
the field in any other way with the 
least hope 
of success. 
The 
case of 
Nevada has been for many years a pe­ 
culiar one, 
and 
it would 
be hypoc- 
riay to pretend that the Democrats are 
more responsible than the Republicans for 
its political condition. 
It has long been a 
mere rotten borough, and since the people 
have been familiarized to regarding it in 
th at light, scarctly anything in its so called 
politics surprises the country. 
The ulti­ 
mate danger of playing with fire may, 
however, at no distant day be illustrated 
in this case. 
There are plently of people 
who would be quite content to accept the 
rottenness 
of Nevada politics so long 
as 
one 
party 
derived all 
the bene­ 
fit 
from 
that 6tate of 
things ; 
but 
when 
it 
becomes 
evident 
that 
be- 
canse of this rottenness the Electoral 
votes of one State ef the Union are likely 
to be put np to auction as the Praetorian 
Guards put up the throne of Imperial 
Rome, it 
quite possible that these slip- 
ahod moralists may change their impres­ 
sions of the situation. 
The fight in Ne­ 
vada is to be a fight between money-bags. 
That much is evident, and th at much will 
delight the impecunious political hangers- 
on of the Comstock. 
W hat bearing this 
fight may have upon the Presidency is, 
however, quite a different consideration, 
and unfortunately it m ust be impossible to 
form 
a n y estim ate about it, under the cir* 


co instances. 


HANCOCK ON THE SOUTHERN CLAIÜS. 


A t last General Hancock has been forced 
to follow the example of Tilden, and write 
a letter in regard to the Southern claims. 
His letter however is by no meacs so ex­ 
plicit and conclusive as was th at of the 
statesman of Gramercy Park, nor can it be 
safely regarded as putting the question at 
rest. 
He sets out by belittling the sub­ 
ject in a way which the facts do not justify. 
Iu his remarks about “ rebel claims, or 
“ claims in the interest of persons who were 
“ in the rebellion,” he displays a disingenu­ 
ous and almost an evasive disposition. 
It 
has never been asserted or imagined by 
anyone th at the Government would be 
called upon directly and brazenly to “ pay 
a debt or grant a pension or reward of 
any sort for waging war upon its own exist­ 
ence,” yet the possibility th at pensions may 
be asked for rebel soldiers has already been 
illustrated, as proved in these columns not 
long ago, by the putting forward of an 
actual claim of this kind in at least one 
case. 
General Hancock however knows, 
or must be presumed to know, th at the 
claims of which there are already bushels 
on file are so covered up th at the real sig­ 
nificance of most of them would probably 
be missed by the uninitiated. 
W hen 
General Hancock proceeds to say that 
“ nobody expects or wants such unnatural 
“ action,” as the payment of 
Southern 
claims, he flies in the face of the record, for 
th a t demonstrates beyond the possibility of 
doubt th at a great many people do expect 
and w ant just this unuaturkl action. 
It 
is really preposterous for the Democratic 
candidate for the Presidency to adopt this 
flippant tone in the teeth of the evidence 
already before the people that not less than 
§1,500,000,000 of Southern claims have 
actually been prepared and put in the 
hands of agents, while measures have been 
introduced to Congress for so changing 
the composition of the Supreme Court of 
the U nited States that all barriers to the 
prosecution of 
these claims would be 
removed. 
B ut it may he said that General 
Hancock settles the question when he 
says : 
“ If I were President I would veto 
11 all legislation which might come before 
“ me providing for the consideration or 
“ payment of claims, of any kind, for 
“ losses or damages by persons w-ho were 
“ in rebellion, whether pardoned or not.” 
Comprehensive as this looks atfirat sightitis 
easily perceived th at it might he construed 
to cover only such claims as were put for­ 
ward by persons who had aided rebellion 
with arms in their hands, and th at a very 
large class ot claims would slip through it. 
But it is quite possible to concede that 
General Hancock really means to declare 
himself in opposition to all Southern claims, 
and yet to show that Buch a concession has 
little or no significance. 
In the first place, 
we all know how ready candidates are to 
say whatever will help their interests, be­ 
fore election, and how easily they find ex­ 
cuses for repudiating their pledges after 
election. 
In the second place, we must 
consider th at General Hancock, if elected 
President, would not have the destinies o^ 
the Republic in his hands. 
No pledges on 
his part, for example, can secure the coun­ 
try against the passage of Southern claims 
hills over his veto, by a Democratic Con­ 
gress, and nothing more likely than this 
can happen if he should attem pt to stand 
between the South and its programme. 


The plain tru th is th at he can give no 
real 
security 
in 
the 
premises. 
The 
danger of Southern claims is one which 
proceeds from the tem per and tendencies 
of the Democratic party, and no one man, 
however determined, can successfully re­ 
sist the will of his party. 
It is the men 
who surround Hancock, who if he is elected 
must control his government, who even 
now dominate 
Congress, and who are 
themselves entirely ruied and guided by 
the South, who are to be feared. 
The 
danger in this respect is th at which is 
inseparable from a Democratic victory in 
all other regards. 
General Hancock was 
nominated because it was hoped that his 
personal character would mask th at of 
his 
supporters. 
The 
same 
purpose 
and 
hope 
underlie 
this 
letter, 
in 
which, for the Becond time, ho is put 
forward as a scapegoat for the Democ­ 
racy. 
It is therefore necessary to point 
out, as we intim ated before thiB letter was 
written, th at it is out of his power to give 
effectual guarantees in the matter. 
Per­ 
haps, hut by no means certainly, he may 
speak with assnrance for himself. 
But 
however that is, he cannot give any security 
for his party ; and the country has seen 
too much of the disposition of th at party 
to believe th at it has any loyal feeling be­ 
hind it, or th at it is capable of w ithstand­ 
ing the pressure of its Southern elements. 
The only trustw orthy evidence in regard 
to Southern claims consists in what has 
been done, and in w hat is proposed to 
be done. 
The public records show that 
theBe claims are not only extensive and 
real, hut that those who hold them be- 
lievethcy will be favorably entertained. The 
records of Congress show th at bills have 
already been introduced which are ob­ 
viously intended to pave the way for the 
consideration of these claims. 
I t is de­ 
monstrated th at a powerful capital has 
been embarked in the business of urging 
the claims, and it is in evidence that 
considerable 
progress has already been 
made in 
bringing them to the front. 
Against all this testimony, we now have 
the single circumstance of Hancock’s dis­ 
claimer. 
Under the circumstances, we say 
it would be mere fatuity to attach any im­ 
portance to this disclaimer. 
General Han­ 
cock is in the hands of the Sonth, and if 
he does not do willingly what he is called 
upon to do, it will l>e done despite him. 
That is what the country has to apprehend, 
and that consideration takes all significance 
and concluBiveness from his letter.

the consequences, he could never he indnced 
to adopt any precaution against personal 
assault, and so a t last lie was shot down 
unarmed. 
H is last words, as reported by­ 
telegraph, were thoroughly characteristic 
of the man. 
“ Tell my friends,” said he, 
“ th at I die like a man—die for a principle,

“ could.” The principle for which he died 
was the responsibility of parties for the 
character of their nominees. 
H e refused 
to be silent when, as he believed, a dis­ 
creditable nomination had been made. 
Almost the last of his journalistic u tter­

Gray has taken to revenge himself. 
His 
killing of Glancey was a cowardly assassin­ 
ation, beyond a doubt, and should the re­ 
sulting investigation prove th at the m ur­ 
dered journalist has been slaughtered for 
no more heinons offense than telling the 
plain tru th about a 
ruffian who had 
secured a mischievous influence in party 
politics, it is to be hoped th at Santa Bar­ 
bara will see th at stem justice is meted 
out to the assassin.

Theodore Glancey, Editor o f t h e “ Frees,’* 
Shot Down In the Streets o f Nauta Bar­ 
bara. 
S a n t a B a r b a r a , September 25;h.—The 
town is very much excited over the shooting 
this afternoon of Theodore Glancey, editor 
of the Press, hy Clarence Gray, Republican 
candidate for District Attorney. The cause 
of the trouble, given in the Press this even 
ing, is as follows : On the loth instant the 
Republican Convention was held at Santa 
llarbara, and Clarence Gray was nominated 
for the office of District Attorney. The 
editor of the Santa Barbara Press on the 
next day sketched the general traits of all 
the nominees of that Convention, and said : 
“ For District Attorney a man who goes by 
the name of Gray, with how many aliases it 
is impossible to say, was nominated. The 
charity of our silence is more than he can ex­ 
po ct.” After this, meeting the editor of the 
Press at 1 o’clock in the evening, Gray threat­ 
ened that if anything further of a derogatory 
character appeared agaiusthim in that paper 
the town would not be large enough to hold 
them both. 
Bast evening in referring to the 
county elections, and the delay of the Su­ 
preme Court iu deciding whether or not an 
election for county officers is to take place 
tuis year, and that there might he some com­ 
pensations if no election is held, it said : “ Nut 
t .e least of these in this county is the fact that 
the Republicans hero will he relieved of the ne­ 
cessity of defeating their candidate for District 
Attorney. 
That nomination was disgraceful 
iu every respect, and while it is extremely 
d’f agreeable fi r earnest Repub.icaus to take 
sucn a course in a Presidential year, there 
was no difference of opinion among those 
woo have the good of the party at heart. 
They are convinced that all such candidates 
should be beaten and Republican Conven­ 
tions taught, if they do not realize it already, 
that the decent people of Santa Barbara 
county will not submit to having the officers 
of the law chosen from among the hoodlums 
and law-breakers.”

Glancey replied that he 
was. 
He then commenced a tirade of abu-e, 
and drawing a large-sized revolver, fired, hit­ 
ting Glancey’s right wrist, badly shattering 
one bone, and the ball entered the abdomen, 
about one inch to the left and above the 
navel, penetrating the abdominal cavity. 
I t 
came out of the left side, about one inch 
above tke point of the hip-bone. 
He is now 
resting quietly, and hopes are entertained of 
his recovery. 
Gray was immediately at­ 
tested and taken into custody, but was ad­ 
mitted to bail, previous to any hearing of the 
case, in the Bum of £5,000.

Galway. The ecene of the assassination was 


a neck of land between Lough Mask and 
Lough Carrib. The Viscouut attended a 
meeting of magistrates on Saturday at the 
Court house of Clonbur, and was 6een to 
leave town after 8 o’cl->ek. 
Half an hour 
after, his horses and carriage arrived at his 
residence, a mile distant, 
without him. 
This 
aroused 
suspicion 
among 
the 
family, and search having been made, he 
was found lving on the side of the road in a 
pool of blood, lifeless. The police were at 
once sent for and the body was convryed to 
Ebor Hall, the family seat. 
Lord Mount- 
morris appears to have received one bullet in 
his head, penetrating the skull, three in his 
neck and two in his body, any one of the six 
wounds being sufficient to cause his death. 
He 
was 
little 
known 
except 
in his 
own neighborhood and through Mayo and 
Galway. He had small estates which he 
farmed to some extent. 
He had fifteen ten­ 
ants, with whom he had most unhappy -rela­ 
tions. 
Quite recently he obtained an eject­ 
ment decree against two of them. 
As a 
magistrate he was unpopular, and at the 
meeting of Justices, which he had been at­ 
tending, a resolution was passed calling upon 
the Government to adopt coercive measures.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


FIRST INFANTRY. 


The officers of the F irst Infantry held a re­ 
ception on Saturday evening at Camp Rarnes, 
which was v.-ry largely attended from the 
city. 
The regimental band gave a concert, 
and some fine quartet singing was furnished 
by some gentlemen of the encampment, un­ 
der the leadership of M aj >r W ilder. 
The 
social features cf the encampment were con­ 
tinued until midnight. 
Yesterday forenoon 
a regimental inspection was held and the 
usual camp duties were engaged in until 2:30 
o’clock 
P. 
M , 
when 
the 
encampment 
was concluded and tents struck, and ('am p 
Barnes was again relegated to plain Rich­ 
mond Grove. 
The regiment, upon breaking 
camp, marched into the city under leadership 
of the baud. 
A t the corner of K. and Sev­ 
enth streets it was met by Companies A and 
G, First Ariiilery Regiment, under command 
of Colonel Haymund. and the F irst Artillery 
regimental baud, and thence escorted to the 
depot. 
The depot was thronged with ladies 
and gentlemen to see the company off. 
The 
return trip was made by special train, which 
left immediately in advance of the regular 
afternoon San Frai.ciBC > train, whiclf leaves 
here at 3:50. 
Several of the 
band and 
regimeDt were so closely and much engaged 
in biddiug the ladies good-by, th at the train 
was off bef >re they knew it, and after a 
sharp rnn to catch it, with the usual suc- 
oess on such oce ai> ne, they came back 
and took the regular train, which soon fol­ 
lowed. 
I t seemed to be the unanimous 
expression of the officers and members of the 
regiment th at they were highly pleased with 
their encampment and stay in the city. 
Their encampment has certainly been a very 
pleasant anda commendable one. N ota mem­ 
ber of the regiment during its Btay has been 
iatoxicated, nor so far as known, in any 
manner disorderly or to have been guilty of 
conduct unbecoming a gentleman. 
This for 
so large a body of men, and with so much 
excitement as they have been enrrouuded 
with during the past week, is worthy if 
remark, when compared with the frequent 
and even u=u d records on such occasions. In 
fact the conduct of the First In tan try from 
its arrival to its departure has been such as 
to entitle the regiment to eutire respect snd 
to stand as a model organization in the N a­ 
tional G uard of California. 


RECEPTION 
OF MICHAEL DAVITT. 


M ichael D avitt, a representative of the 
Irish Land League, was received here yester­ 
day by the Sarefield G uarí, the Ancient Or­ 
der of Hibernians and Irish citizens gener­ 
ally, forming a procession—officered as here­ 
tofore announced—and escorting him at - P. 
M. from the depot to the Golden Eagle Hotel, 
where he was introduced to the people and 
addressed them briefly. 
In the evening a 
large audience assembled a t T uraer Hall, 
to hear an address from Mr. O avitt 
breed 
Haymond was chosen President, with a long 
list of ,r ice-Presidents. A lter mu,ic. by the 
First Á rt 1 ery Band, 
Mr. HaymoDd ad­ 
dressed 
the 
assembly 
and 
introduced 
F. 1). Rvan, who made an address of wel­ 
come. 
M r. D avitt was then introduced and 
spoke for over an hour, being frequently ap­ 
plauded. 
The burden of his address, which 
was delivered in an easy, conversational style, 
was an explanation of the work, plans and 
progress of the Irish Laud League, and the 
object of his visit to America. 
H e said the 
object of the League is to make Irish land­ 
lordism abhorrent in the eyes of the civilized 
world, and to bring the English Government 
to a reform of the evils complained of, 
not by attem pted force, revolt or war, but 
by methods within the Bri ish Constitution 
and entirely lawful. 
Statistically he stated 
th at the total area of Ireland is 20,159,073 
acres. 
Of this land 452 persons hold mure 
than 5,000 acres each, 135 more than 10,0,0 
acres each, 90 more than 50,000 each, 14 more 
th in 
100,000 each, and one more than 
170 000 acres : 292 hold more than 2,o00,000 
acres; 744 persons hold 9,612,728 acres, or 
about one-half of the total area of the island. 
Of 
the 
Irish 
people 
in 
In la n d living 
unon 
her 
soil 
there 
are 
■> -.¡0,000 
who do not own a foot of land, 
in 
two counties alone there are 50,000 families 
th at have to exist on yearly holdings of no 
mure value than El. 
He gave other statistics 
in the same line, inveighed against land mo­ 
nopoly, and pointed out the purposes of the 
Land League, which are to effect a complete 
organization of the non-landlord class, which 
organization is pledged to purchase no prop­ 
erty exposed for sale under distress for rent 
arrearages ; to occupy no land from which a 
tenant is evicted for arrearages. This method 
—together with the election of non-landlords 
to Parliam ent—had. he said, attracted the 
attention 
of 
civilized 
nations. 
The 
League also dt fends in Court all tenants 
sued, and supports the tenants in the 
refusal to give up this year’s harvest to the 
landlords for arrearages, because, if they do 
so, they will have nothing to live upon until 
next year’s crop comes in. 
H e said th at if 
the tenants yielded up the harvest they would 
deserve to perish and should not be heard in 
the appeal for aid, when the famine Rure to 
result sets in. 
H e gave examples at length 
of the effects of the work of the League, and 
urged League formations here to give moral 
and material support to those in Ireland, and 
after sketching the evils of Irish landlordism, 
and outlining what the couotry might be if 
the now* tenants could hold in fee simple from 
10 to 20 acre farms, he stated th at the ob­ 
ject of the League was not to do any harm 
to individual laudlords, but to destroy the 
system under which they are landlords. Mr. 
Parnell favored compensation to the land­ 
lords by the G jvernuieut assuming the eost 
of the lands a t the valuation of tw enty years 
of rental rate, to be repaid by the tenants in 
aunual installments to the Government, but 
as land has depreciated one-half in Ireland, 
he was not willing, for one, to consent to 
such compensation. 
H e claimed the right of 
the people of Ireland to live upon the soil 
thereof comfortablv, and in detail pointed 
out the evils of land monopoly in any coun­ 
try. 
A t the conclusion of the address the 
audience arose and gave the speaker three 
cheers.

P hiladelphia, September 25th.—The Re­ 
publican demonstration this evening was in 
point of numbers the largest ever witnessed 
in this city.

side streets to M arket street, were dismissed.
